When twenty-one knots was predicted 
M the speed for the new cruiser, many 
hoped, but few believed, that her en- 
gines would ever be able to drive such 
an immense maas of steel through the 
water at this rote. When she crossed 
the line Monday, however, with a speed 
of 91.09 knots through the water, and 
come corrections yet to be added for 
tide, the enthusiasm on board was In 

Monday's performance off tb/; Massa- 
chusetts coast will be echoed from one 
end of Europe to the other, for It 
places the United States in the van 
among the navies of the world, and 
give* us not only the most powerful 
but the swiftest armored cruising ves- 
sel. There has been great enthusiasm 
In England over the performances of 
the cruisers Wake and Blenheim, some 
claiming that the latter had attained a 
epeed of 8J knots.
